News of the Quarter. 





New issues of postage stamps have long been an everyday occurrence for amateurs to 
enjoy, but it is not often that we have the pleasure of chronicling the admission of a new state 
to the galaxy of stamp issuing countries. If our engravers do not disappoint us, the first pic- 
ture of a genuine stamp for Hayti will head this article. The profile of liberty for the princi- 
pal design, backed by the national flags, is both appropriate and sensible, while the prominence 
given to the numeral of value is evidently copied from France by whose artist they were 
doubtless prepared. 

The set consists of the following values: 1 ¢., carmine ; 2¢., plumb; 3 ¢., bistre; 5 c., 
green; 7 ¢., blue; all printed on tinted paper of same color as the stamps; they are unper- 
forated. 

FRENCH CoLoNnies.—After ten years experience with the unperforated stamps of the 
mother country, the colonies have at leugth got a complete series of their own, as will be seen 
by the above engraving. The design fills our idea of what a stamp should be better than any 
other stamp in use. 

The colors and values are as follows: 1c., black on blue; 2¢., brown; 4¢., violet; 
10 ¢., black; 15¢., blue, 20c¢., red on green; 25¢., yellow; 30 ¢., brown; 35 ¢., black on 
yellow; 40 c., vermilion; 75 ¢., carmine; 1 f., bronze green. 

BRITISH GUIANA.—This colony is following the lead of most of its sisters in issuing a 
registered envelope. The stamp is vermilion, the envelope white. The design is given above. 

BuLGARIA.—We understand that a new series of stamps is in preparation for this state, 
the design is the same as heretofore, but the value is in stotenke instead of centimes. We annex 
an engraving of the 3 s., the only one we have scen; the color is red and slate on white. 

ENGLAND.—Of the new stamps noted last quarter only the 1 p, has come to hand 
thus far. It will be seen by the cut that it is useable for revenue or postage; the colour is 
lilac. For a short time, while this was in preparation, the ordinary 1 p. revenue stamps were 
used for postage. 
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PHILIPPINE ISLANDS.—These islands are rapidly taking the first place in our albums for 
the quantity of surcharged stamps issued, two of the late additions being printed on revenue 
stamps, as shown by our engraving. 

2 4-8 c. in black on 10 c. bistre; 8 c. in black on 2 r. blue. 

Then we have the 24 e. brown of the 1880 issue surcharged in black HABILITADO COR- 
REOS 2 CNTS DE PESO. 

Costa Rica.—We give an illustration of this surcharge deseribed last month. 

LaBuaN.—Has surcharged as follows: Six Cenrs, red on 16 ¢. blue; Eigur Cents, 
black on 12 ¢. rose. 

Cyprus.—The regular issue of this island is now before us, The design is the same as 
all Messrs. De la Rue & Co.’s late productions, name above and value below in straight lines, 
colors and values: 1g piastre, green; 1 p., rose; 2 p., blue; 4 p., olive ; 6 p., slate; there is 
also a new surcharge on the old penny English, 30 paras. This is for use to take soldiers’ 
letters to England. Registered Knvelope 2 piastres, blue, two sizes. Newspaper Band, 1 pias- 
tre, reddish brown. 

= Unitep States or CotompiA.—This republic has celebrated its admission to the 
Universal Postal Union by the issue of a new set of stamps. They bear the arms of the coun- 
try in the centre, with value in circles in corners. The set consists of: 1 ¢, green; 2 ¢., red; 
5¢., blue; 10c, lilac; 20¢., black. There is also an issue for internal postage. The 5c. 
of this set is beforo us, it has the profile of liberty to right, is inscribed oval, value in half 
circle below, numerals of value in circles in corners, 5¢. black on lilac. 








SWITZERLAND.—Above will be found cuts of the stamps described in our last number. 

GUATEMALA.—A new series of stamps is being prepared for this government, but de- 
signs have not been furnished us to illustrate from so far, meanwhile the old stamps are in use, 
surcharged as follows: 1 centayo on the ¥ r. brown and green; 5 centavos on the 4 r. green; 
10 centavos on the 1 r. black and green; 20 centavos on the 2 r. carmine. 

BAHAMAS.—We have an envelope stamp frem this colony, profile of Queen in oval band 
inscribed BAHAMAS POSTAGE FOUR PENCE, color lilac on white envelope. 

TURKEY.—We have four new stamps to add to our pages devoted to this country’s 
emissions, 1 PIASTRE, black and blue; 1 PIASTRE, blaek and blue; 5 paras, black and yel- 
low; 20 paras, black and rose. 

HOo.LiLANp.—Here we have a large series of unpaid stamps of the following values, 1, 
114, 214, 1214, 15, 20 and 25 cents, black value, blue frame, and een (1) gulden, red and blue 
The frame is the same as the old values, while the numeral is much smaller; they are printed 
on white paper. 





Coin and Stamp Auctions. 


The auction season bids fair to be one of unusual brilliancy, 
and will be opened on the third of October, 5 | the sale of the 
entire stock of W. A. Trider, of Halifax, N.S. This lot of stamps 
is decidedly the most valuable “stock” which has ever been offered 
at public auction.

That he used his 
advantages to the utmost is proved by buying out the entire series 
of Newfoundland postal cards, and in securing all the remainder 
of the Prince Edward Island stamps. To his energy collectors are 
indebted for the cheap sets of stamps of this country. While the 
benefits of the distribution at auction of this large stock of stamps 
will principally accrue to dealers, it has been so arranged that one 
set of all of the stamps offered, will be left to the competition of 
amateurs who should not fail to send in their bids to responsible 
parties, or, better still, attend the sale in person where they will 
meet the most enterprising dealers from all parts of the country, 
and possibly some English and French representatives of the 
trade. The sale will take place on the evening of October 3d, 
at the celebrated Clinton Hall Salesrooms; the catalogues were 
prepared and the sale will be under the management of Messrs. 
Scott & Company, who have conducted every successful auction in 
this line ever held in this country or Europe. 

The next sale in order is that of the celebrated Blake Collec- 
tion of Oriental Coins, this comprises specimens of the very earliest 
coins, some specimens from China having been coined 2257 years 
before the Christian era, apart from their great age they are notice- 
able from their curious shapes some resembling a razor, others 
a pair of child’s pantalets, while one would appear to have been 
used as a model for the well known Yale lock keys, it is made of 
fine bronze inlaid with pure gold. This interesting collection in- 
cludes Japanese and Chinese coins without number, including some 
from the latter country which give usa queer notion of their 
morals. Then again we have some beautiful and heretofore un- 
catalogued coins of Persia, Siam and other eastern countries, these 
are in great variety, and in gold, silver, copper, porcelain, &c. We 
are pleased to notice the growing interest in these interesting 
coins many of which could be bought for a song a short time ago, 
while now they command a respectable price, but not one-tenth of 


the amount we expect them tosell for in the near future. Another 
very interesting feature of the collection is the very full series of 
coins of the Doges of Venice, well representing this famous republic 
and beautiful city. The series of the Popes of Rome, is a very 
interesting collection and one that has been much neglected in this 
country; this is strange considering the large Catholic population 
many of whom we should think would be glad to obtain authentic 
portraits of the heads of the church, a line of priest princes who 
for so many years exercised such unbounded power throughout the 
civilized world. This valuable collection catalogued by oriental 
experts in our publisher’s employ, will be the means of spreading 
a vast amount of knowledge throughout the country. The sale 
will take place in the evening at Clinton Hall, on the 10th of 
October. 

This will be rapidly followed by the sale by auction of a very 
fine collection of Postage Stamps, the property of C. Spaeth, Esq., 
of La Porte, Ind., this is very fine, especially valuable in the Amer- 
ican departments, and will afford an opportunity not to be neglect-

buyer and seller.

Societies vs. Clubs. 


The editor of the Corn CoLLector’s JouRNAL has struck the 
right note in his article entitled “Societies es, Clubs,” its import- 
ance to stamp collectors induces us to transfer the article entire to 
our pages in the hope that the leading Philatelists throughout the 
country will avail themselves of the opportunity to join in the for- 
mation of a club, which would be invaluable to them both indi- 
vidually and as a body. By out of town collectors joining such 
a club they would always have a place to go to when in the city, 
where they could meet all the city collectors, and make the 
acquaintance of desirable amateurs. 

“We think all fair minded persons will agree with us in the 
statement that numismatic societies are a failure; take even the 
most successful one as an example, and now, after an existence of 
twenty years it has some of its most intelligent members leaving 
it through lack of interest; new members join every year, but few 
renew their subscriptions; the fact is they do not get the value of 
their money in attending half-a-dozen meetings and hearing the 
minutes of the last meeting read. The societies mostly have libra- 








ries, but when the books are carefully locked up in one of the 
officers trunks, of what advantage are the books to the members ? 
But these drawbacks are discounted by flagrant abuses; new comers 
are given to understand that their business in the society is to ap- 
plaud, and in the extent to which they attend to their business, 
lies their chance of being officers themselves. The fact is, the 
study of numismatics has given place to mutual admiration among 
the office holders and rich members; there is no place left for the 
student of coinages, unless he has a fifty thousand dollar collection, 
or is known to have the means to purchase such a one if he should 
so desire. Thus the possession of a valuable coin is put far above 
a knowledge of its history. We have in our mind at present a 
highly honored gentleman who is the possessor of a valuable col- 
lection of ancient coins, who could not distinguish an electrotype 
from a casting, or a Paduan from an antique, nor does he know an 
Kimperor from a Czesar, nor the difference between the coins of the 
Constantines. This is all wrong—the question is, can it be mend- 
ed¢ We think it can. Drop the society and form a club. Our 
plan would be to take the upper half of a small house, or to com- 
mence well within the means of a small organization, try four 
rooms ; they could be furnished at a cost of five hundred dollars 
which would readily be subseribed. The roomsshould be fitted up 
say as a library where members could any day from 10 a. m. to 10 
p.m. read and write; two other rooms should always be available 
for the convenience of members to meet their friends, talk coins, or 
amuse themselves in any way they desired. The fourth room 
should be devoted to the regular members of the society. The cost 
of all this would be, say $1,000 per annum, which could be met as 
follows:—One hundred city members at ten dollars per year, 
and two hundred country members at two dollars per year, then an 
annual supper could be made to produce a profit of one hundred, 
or, in case of a surplus of funds, be taken asadividend. This with 
interest for life membership and a sinking fund, which should be 
instantly started, would do very well foracommencement. Believ- 
ing that the informal comparing of notes among collectors is the 
surest way of advancing general knowledge of our science, THE COIN 
CoLLEctors’ JOURNAL will subscribe one hundred dollars towards 
the expenses of establishing such a club, directly a committee is 
formed to receive subscriptions. It will also gratuitously publish 
any notices or other information concerning it, which may be neces- 
sary. We think there must be at least a thousand of our readers 
who would be glad to pay two dollars per year to have a place 
where they could go when visiting New York and meet all their 
coin-collecting friends. 

The club should embrace among its members collectors of 
coins, stamps, pottery, bric-a-brac, books, paintings, entomological 
specimens and kindred objects, appealing to such a large class of 
intelligent people there should be no difficulty in obtaining sufficient 
members to assure its success. 

Any of our readers who may become interested in this project 
can send their address to the Editor, who will hand it to parties in 
this city who will endeavor to form an organization.” 
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Obituary. 

With great sorrow we find it our painful duty to record the 
death of our patron, friend and brother Dr. George 8. Blackie, who 
died at his residence in Nashville, Tenn., on Sunday, June 19th. 

Dr. Blackie was an indefatigable stamp collector, and collected 
everything in the way of aStamp, Postage, Local, Revenue, Licence 
and Telegraph, and in point of numbers must have had one of the 
largest in the country. When he resided in this city we passed 
many pleasant days together looking over stamps, winding up the 
evenings in the lodge or chapter. When he left New York for his 
adopted home in Nashville, his letters were frequent and always 
interesting. About two years ago, press of business prevented the 
writer from responding to the doctor’s letters as promptly as usual, 
so after a lapse of afew months came a letter addressed to the 
Heirs, Executors, &c., with a long array of about two hundred 
imaginary notices of our death, which were supposed to have been 
copied from all the leading papers of the country. Little did we 
think while reading his comic notices, that it would ever be our 
sad lot to chronicle our friend’s death in earnest.

re gre any of our readers who have never seen 4 miniature theatre performed by an intel- 
ligent boy they have missed one of the prettiest sights imaginable, and if they have any boy 
friends in whose welfare they are interested, they cannot do better than make him a present of 
one of these instructive toys. They are made in three sizes, each perfect in itself, but designed 
for different ages. In the first, designated miniature, the scenes are the size of the engraving given 
above ; are printed on cards, beautifully colored, and full instructions for performing accom- 
panying each one.

They can be obtained in the principal cities, or will be sent 
by express on receipt of price. The next size, or that known as Seltzs, is four times as large 
and the coloring much finer. These cost 50 cents, or with one of the patent folding wooden 
stages, two dollars and ah if. ‘ 

‘**Last year the writer was invited to attend a performance of the play of Cinderella, which 
was to be given by the son of our pastor. On entering the room we found that the sliding doors 
dividing the parlors had been drawn together leaving just sufficient space for the proscenium of 
the stage to stand in the front room, a table cloth being hung above and below, so that noth 
ing could be seen on that side but the front of the stage ; four rows of eight chairs were ar- 
ranged in a semi-circle before it. These were occupied by the friends of the family, the smaller 
children being placed in the front seats, while the older ones remained at the back, where they 
could see over the others’ heads. The gas being turned low in the room, the little oil foot-lights 
on the mimic stage burnt bright, and threw light on the curtain, which was raised at the sound 
of a little bell. The performance then commenced, our young friend behind the stage in the 
other room, and his sister, reading the speeches of the supposed performers, and pushing the 
characters on the stage with wires at the proper time. With what a burst of applause the entry 
of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, and the young lady 
read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene changed to the cave of the 
Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the performance of the work necessary for 
getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. This is finally accomplished while a 
chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not time to recount all of the changes of scene 
from the kitchen to the ballroom, and from there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous 
equipage of Cinderella is suddenly transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened 
mice, rats and lizards. We left as pleased with our evening's entertainment as if we had at- 
tended a concert conducted by grown people.” 

» The large or ‘‘mammoth” size is the same as the Seltzs, except in dimension, the scenes 
being 22 inches high by 28 inches long, while the stage, being so much larger, there is, of course, 
room for more complicated effects, such as real painted act drops and curtains that roll up from 
the bottom. The plays for these can be had for a dollar and a half, or the large wooden stage, 
With two curtains and play complete, for ten dollars.
